THE INAUGURAL TRAIN.
OVER THE HILLS BEMIND THE
TRON HORSE.

Excuraionists Royally Received by the Cit-
izens of Clearfield.

It was announced several weoks ago
that when the Clearfleld and Mahoning
rallroad, which conneots Reynoldsville
and the rich old tewn of Clearfleld by
rall, was completed that & free exour-
slon train for business men of Roynolds-
ville and nelghboring towns would be
run over the rond. Tuesday, June 6Gth,
was selected ns the day to run whnt was
called by the rallroad company, “the
inmugural traln.”  The invitations wore
issued Inst wook alter which s meeting
wis onllod and 0 committes of ten ap-
pointed to look aftor the decoration of
cars, getting badges, &e.  Tuesdoy
morning presented anything bat en-
courggrement for plessant wedthor, but
the raln did not put sulfloient damper
on the excurslonists to feighton many
out of taking the trip to Clearfield,
The train loft here at 8,00 A, M. with
four conches, three of them nieoly dec-
orated. Large white banners wore
tackod onto the esrs on which was
painted, in red and green letters, the
words, “Reynoldsville the lending town
in Jeffersom county.” The delogation
from this place wore pink badges with
the words, “Reynoldsville the terminus
of the C. & M. R'y." At DuBois four
more conches were attached to the
train. The ears from there had on
large white banners with the word
“DuBols” in black letters on ench car,
The occupants had white budges pinned
on their bosoms with the word *'Du-
Bols" on them. At DuBois Junetion
three more conches were taken on with
the Punxsutawney and Blg Run dele-
gates as oocupants wearing Punxsutaw-
ney badges, Two of the enrs had banners
on in bhig lettors, *Punxsuinwney the
metropolis of Jefferson county, Popu-
Intion 70617 The train left the June-
tion with eloven conches and was an [n-
teresting sight to the farmers and tholr
fnmilies, One old coupls were sitting ||
on o pile of ties pear the road in the
riin to see tho teain pnss by and thoe ox-
pression on thede faces, as the [ron
horses snorted by with the long train
of ennches, was plain that they were not
sooustomed to such sights, [t is o prot-
ty farming country from the Dullois
Junetion to Rocton and from there
down the Anderson oreek valley is one
continuous streteh of barren mountalns
for over ton miles which have been
robbed of the timber that once formed
n dense forest, At Corwensville two
more coaches wers attached to the al-
rendy long train,  The rond almost
passes over the townon a high tres-
tle, Near tho tannery and other bulld-
ings the structure is made of iron &0 as
to protect it from fire, The mason
work st that point 1s among the finest
and most substantial in the country.
The train left Curwensville with a
large ropresentation of the business
men of the above named towns, and the
Keystone band of Reynoldsville, Exeel-
sior band of DuBols, Pungsutawnoy and
Curwonsville bands, It wonld pot be
out of place to say right here, without
any braggndocio about it, that the Key-
atone wons the best band at Clearfiold
that day and the Reynoldsville cars
ware the nicost decorated of any in the
train.  The soenery betwoen Curwens
ville and Clearfield is beantiful.

Pulling out & drawhead before gets
ting Into the town propor delayed the
excurslonists about twonty minutes,
The party were hoartily weleomed by |
the firing of guns, ringing of bells and
blowing steam whistles. A heavy rain
pulled into town just a5 the excursion-
Ists wot there, but notwithstanding the
shower, the seven hundeed visitors
marched up Second streat to the Court
Houso and broke ranks and enteved the
large court room, filling it to its uimost
capacity, muny not being able to get
sonts and others not even getting Into the
room. Hon. John Patton was president
of the meeting. He made o few re-
marks on taking the ehalr and Thos. H.
Murray, Esq., delivered the nddress of |
woleome, and in an excollent address
made the visitors belleve they were in-
deed welcome to the town of Clearficld,
Hon. 5. B. Elliott, on behalf of the B
R. & P. Ry officials, responded. Mrp,
Elllott had hoped, oven until the train
reachoed Curwensvillo, to got somo one
else to represent the company, but find-
ing no one to do so, he proved beyond
dispute, by his neat speech, that he was
capable of representing the company
before judges, ex-judges, lawyers, physi-
olans und businéss moen of svery calling.
Mr, Blliott stated on  behalfl of the
vailrond that there was nothing influ-
enced the company to build the road
but business, and that the capital that
bullt it had alveady stocked two rall-
roads with conl and still the facilities
were unequal to the requirements, The
producers intevested had no meaans of
reaching Philadelphia, New York, New
Jersey and New Fagland withoub sub-
mitting to diserimiuating freight rates
and were forced to seck o new outlet,
The new road, said My, Elliott, intends
10 have no copltict with the people and
will hiave none if the golden rule is ob-
served.

Rev. Slattery not being able to be pres-
ent, Lawyer O, Mitchell made the ad-
dress for the Reynoldsville delegation.
My, Mitchell was not informed until the
train hﬂmmldl\rmu that he would
ba ealled upon speak.
